Minnesota has not less 
than 400,000 people of S candina­ 
vian decent.

Iowa has a similar 
num ber, and it is possible that 
Illinois has more rather than less. 
Michigan, N ebraska and Kansas 
probably have from 40,000 to 75,- 
000 each, and U tah has, unfortu­ 
nately, 25,000 or more- 
It should 
he remembered tha t these estimates 
are intended to include the des­ 
cendants ot Scandinavian im mi­ 
grants of the United States. 
The 
enum eration of the more im portant 
local settlem ents of each race can 
not be undertakon here. 
It may 
be worth while to note the fact 
that the percentage of Swedes in 
the cities and towns is much larger 
than the }>ercentage of Norwegians. 
Thus about thirty per cent, of the 
Swedes and about fifteen percent, 
of the Norwegians of Minnesota 
are in M inneapolis and St. Paul.

How a Dime is Coined . 
J ust at present there is a lively de­ 
mand all o ver the co untry fo r silver 
J dime®, and hundreds o f tho usand® o f 
’ do llars o f them are being shipped to 
New Yo rk, Chicago , Cincinnati. 
St. 
Lo uis and o ther eastern cities. Two 
o f the mo ney presses are, and have 
been fo r so me time, running ex clusive­ 
ly o n this co in. 
The demand is so 
i great that the« ® machines are no t 
even sto pped o n Sundays, and wili be 
run o n that day thro ugh the present 
mo nth. 
The pro cess o f dime-making is an 
interesting o ne. 
The silver bullio n is 
first melted and run into two -po und 
bars. These in turn ar® run thro ugh 
immense ro llers ami flattened o ut to 
th® thickn*» » o f th® co in. These silver 
strip® are then passed thro ugh a ma­ 
chine, which cuts them into the pro per 
size to r the pres®e®.the strip# first hav- 
:ng Uen treated with a kind o f tallo w to 
prevent their being scratched in their 
passage thro ugh thecutters. Thesilver 
piece« are then nut into the feeder o f 
the printing presses, and are fed to 
the die by auto m atic machinery at 
the rate o f 100 per minute, 48 ,000 
dime# being turned o ut in a regular 
wo rking day o f eight ho ur®. 
As the 
sm o o th pie» 'es are pressed between 
the po ndero us printing dies they re­ 
ceive the fettered and 
figured 
im­ 
pressio n in a manner similar to that 
o f a paper pressed upo n a fo rm o f 
type; at the same time the piece is ex ­ 
panded in a slight degree, and the 
small co rrugatio ns are cut into its 
rim. The machine dro ps the co m­ 
pleted co in into a receiver, and it is 
ready lo r the co unters’ hands.

It is a simple co pper co v­ 
ered tray having raised ridges runn.ng 
acro ss its surface at a distance apart 
the ex act width o f a dime.

bo ard o r tray, and as it is shaken 
rapidly by the co unter the pieces set­ 
tle do wn into the spaces between the 
ridge» . All these space# being filled 
the surplus co in is brushed back into 
the receiver and the co unter has ex ­ 
actly 1,520 silver dimes, o r $125 o n 
this tray, which number is requir­ 
ed to till the spaces. 
The tray is 
then emptied into bo x es and the 
mo ney is ready fo r shipment. 
The dime do es no t pas® thro ugh the 
weigher's hands as do es the co in o f a 
larger deno minatio n. One and o ne- 
half grama is allo wed to r variatio n o r 
“ to lerance,” in all silver co ins fro m a 
do llar do wn, and the deviatio n fro m 
the standard in the case o f the ten- 
cent pieces is so trifling that the tro ub­ 
le and ex pense o f weighing co ins o f 
this deno minatio n is diapen®ed with.

.inds, which are to be connected 
by piers, so as to hold at least 200,- 
000 to 300,000 feet of logs. 
An as­ 
sorting boom will be constructed 
at the foot of the lower island, so 
as to assort the St. Cloud and Sauk 
Rapids logs.—Lumberman. 


On account of the heavy fall of 
snow yesterday* noon’s passenger 
train from the south was abandon­ 
ed, consequently’ the Daily Smut 
Mill’s telegraph service failed to 
connect. 
However, it happened to 
have on hand a few feet of old mis­ 
cellaneous plate which was used to 
fill its news columns, and we must 
say it was quite an improvement. 
Telegraph service by freight is not a 
roaring success in the winter time 
during a snow blockade. 


The Lumberman says that T. B. 
W alker has sent word to the con­ 
tractors in the lumber woods on 
the Clearwater to increase the log 
cut four million feet., and another 
camp has been added, and addi­ 
tional men hired to do the extra 
work. 
The reason given for the 
increase, is that Mr. Walker has 
recently made some extensive con­ 
tracts w ith the Manitoba company 
for lumber and bridge material, 
along the new line of road be­ 
tween Crookston and Brainerd.

Taking into consideration the es- 
teem in which Mr. Fleming is held 
by the people of this city and 
county as shown by the above 
facts, we think the filthy, disgust- 
ing and sneaking attack made upon 
him by the contemptible sneak and 
blackguard ot the News as one of 
the most 
outrageously indecent 
things we have ever heard, and be­ 
lieve it will be resented by the peo­ 
ple of this community. 
W ho is 
this disreputable blackguard and 
liar that he dare to thus attack the 
good name and character of our 
best and most repected citizens?

It must necessarily be a terrible 
malady that afflicts a paper strug­ 
gling for existence in a community 
when it belittles itself enough to 
attack the social record ot men who 
are far superior to the originator 
of the articles published.

A. Fleming to the 
position of municipal judge,and the 
evening paper has the gall to con­ 
demn every man who cast his ballot 
for him.

INTERESTING STATISTICS. 
Probably three-foui tns of the 
people of Scandinavian oiigin in 
this country are in the following 
states and territories: 
Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Dakota, Iowa, Illinois. 
Nebraska, Michigan, Kansas and 
U tah. 
Minnesota has not less 
than 400,000 people of Scandina­ 
vian decent. 
Wisconsin has from 
225,000 to 300,000. 
Dakota may 
be credited with fully 150,000 and 
perhaps more. 
Iowa has a similar 
number, and it is possible that 
Illinois has more rather than less. 
Michigan, Nebraska and Kansas 
probably have from 40,000 to 75,- 
000 each, and U tah has, unfortu­ 
nately, 25,000 or more. 
It should 
he remembered that these estimates 
are intended to include the des­ 
cendants ot Scandinavian immi­ 
grants of the United States. 
The 
enumeration of the more im portant 
local settlements of each race can 
not be undertaken here. 
It may 
be worth while to note the fact 
that the percentage of Swedes in 
the cities and towns is much larger 
than the jiercentage of Norwegians. 
Thus about thirty per cent, of the 
Swedes and about filteen percent, 
of the Norwegians of Minuesota 
are in Minneapolis and St. Paul. 


FATAL ACCIDENT ON TH E N. P. 


H e l e n a , Mont., Jan. 11.— Last 
evening local passenger train No. 
6, on the Northern Pacific road, 
ran off the track near Gray’ Bluff. 
At the point where the train left 
the track the snow was drifted so 
hard that the wheels of the loco­ 
motive ran up on it and left the 
rails, taking the train with it. The 
entire train was dragged out on the 
prairie. 
The locomotive fell over 
on its side. 
Engineer Hugh Mun- 
roe, who stood at the throttle, in 
attem pting to jump from the cab 
when the engine stopped sprang 
the wrong way. 
He was crushed 
beneath the tender. 
Eric Gustav 
son, the fireman suffered the same 
fate. 
Their bodies are still under 
the wreck. 
None of the passen 
gers were injured and trains were 
1 not delay ed by the accident.

through the pension office, owing 
to some technicality, hut have 
been allowed {tensions ltv private 
bills.

Nelson said: “ This bill’s simple 
justice; under the arrearages act of 
1880, claimants got back pensions 
from the date of their discharge 
from the army. 
My hill gives the 
same benefit to the poor fellows 
who were kept out of their dues by 
some official crotchet.”

This is the hon­ 
orable 
record Mr. 
Fleming has 
mads while a resident of our city. 
Taking into consideration the es­ 
teem in which Mr. Fleming is held 
by the people of this city and 
county as shown 
by the above 
facts, we think the filthy, disgust­ 
ing and sneaking attack made upon 
him by the contemptible sneak and 
blackguard ot the News as one of 
the most 
outrageously 
indecent 
things we have ever heard, and be­ 
lieve it will be resented by the peo­ 
ple of this community. 
Who is 
this disreputable blackguard and 
liar that he dare to thus attack the 
good name and character of our 
best and most repeated citizens? 
Let us see how his record while in 
our city will compare with the hon­ 
orable one made by Mr. Fleming. 
He was brought here to assist in 
teaching the high school, but after 
a few weeks’ trial he was found to 
be so utterly iucompeut that he 
was discharged. Since theu he has 
been employed on the News to lie, 
throw filth and do other dirty work 
for his even more contemptible em ­ 
ployer. If the News, which for the 
past month has been on the verge 
of bankruptcy,expects to gain favor 
or prolong its life by these indecent 
assaults, it will find it is mistaken, 
They will have the opposite effect 
as it now begins to realize by a di­ 
minishing subscription list.

INTERESTING STATISTICS. 


Probably three-foui tbs of the 
people of Scandinavian oiigin in 
this country are in the following 
states and territories: 
Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Dakota, Iowa, Illinois. 
Nebraska, Michigan, Kansas and 
Utah. 
Minnesota has not less 
than 400,OX) people of Scandina­ 
vian decent. 
Wisconsin has from 
225,000 to 300,000. 
Dakota may 
be credited with fully 150,000 and 
perhaps more. 
Iowa has a similar 
number, and it is possible that 
Illinois has more rather than less. 
Michigan, Nebraska and Kansas 
probably have from 40,000 to 75,* 
OOO each, and Utah has, unfortu­ 
nately, 25,000 or more. 
It should 
he remembered that these estimates 
are intended to include the des­ 
cendants of Scandinavian immi­ 
grants of the United States. 
The 
enumeration of the more important 
local settlements of each race can 
not be undertaken here. 
It may 
be worth while to note the fact 
that the percentage of Swedes in 
the cities and towns is much larger 
than the percentage of Norwegians. 
Thus about thirty per cent, of the 
Swedes and about fifteen percent. 
of the Norwegians of Minnesota 
are iii Minneapolis aud St. Paul. 


FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE N. P. 


H e l e n a, Mont., Jan. l l . — Last 
evening local passenger train N o. 
6, on the Northern Pacific road, 
ran off the track near Gray Bluff. 
At the point where the train left 
the track the snow was drifted so 
hard that the wheels of the loco­ 
motive ran up on it and left the 
rails, taking the train with it. The 
entire train was drugged oat on the 
prairie. 
The locomotive fell over 
on its side. 
Engineer Hugh Mun­ 
roe, who stood at the throttle, in 
attempting to jump from the cab 
when the engine stopped sprang 
the wrong way. 
He was crushed 
beneath the tender. 
Erie Gustav- 
&on, the fireman suffered the same 
fate.

1, and in consequence of the delay in pre­ 
paring for the law here, saloonkeepers were 
granted until ab ou t 
Feb. 1, 
prox., in 
which to com ply with its requirem ents, so 
th a t it will be im possible a t this tim e to 
sta te any concise facts regarding results 
in St. Paul. 
W ith a very few

and, 
generally 
stated , 
there 
him 
been 
a 
reduction 
in 
the num ber of saloon s of over 1,600. 
W hile the effects of the law w ith regard to 
the dim un ition of drunkenness m ust na­ 
turally be of a more or less sp eculative de­ 
n om in ation , still thero are m any facts 
which fairly w arrant an inference th a t 
there i« much less th an before the law 
went in to operation. 
As evidence of this 
I qu ote you the opinion of B ishop Ireland, 
together w ith som e of his personal obser­ 
vation s in the southern half of the state, 
known as Ibe parish of S t. Paul: 
"In W inona,” said the bishop, “there is 
a very large Polish p op ulation, perhaps 
eight hundred fam ilies, m ainly com posed 
of mill hands, and formerly there was a 
good deal of Intem perance am ong them . 
There is now but one saloon in W inona in­ 
stead of ten, and the bank d ep osits 
of 
the P olish people are unusually large. Cal­ 
edonia, 
H ouston county, 
was formerly 
com posed of a large drinking population. 
Now there are but 
four saloon s where

were formerly 
fifteen.

All classes of people are 
pleased—Germ ans, P olanders and French

If there w h s a 
popular vote t o d a y as to high license in 
M innesota the m ajority 
would be over­ 
whelmingly in its favor. 
It is the solu tion 
of the tem perance question; its benefits 
are already appreciated by the people, 
and it would be im possible to change the 
high license law of M innesota t o d a y . The 
financial feature of the M innesota law is 
one of its m any adm irable featu res.'1 
It is doubtful if sn y one in the sta te is 
better able to judge of the general effect of 
this law with respect to drunkenness than 
B ishop Ireland, und I have therefore q u ot­ 
ed him a t som e length. 
W hat the opera­ 
tio n of th is law m ay be in Ft. Paul, it is, 
of course, difficult to say; but the number 
ot app lication s already m ade is m isleading 
as to the num ber of licenses th a t will be 
taken out, from the fact th a t tim e vet re­ 
m ains for the saloonkeepers to determ ine 
whether or n ot they will continue to sell 
under the new law. 
It is n ot probable 
th a t there wdl be more 'th a n 3 5 0 licenses

F o r some time p ast it has been ru 
mored th a t a new m ethod in the 
treatm ent ol the crown prince’s ill­ 
ness has been adopted, and the Mu­ 
nich 
Neueste Nachrichten recently 
stated th a t this new tre a tm e n t was 
based on a theory launched by Dr. 
Freund, of Vienna, who found th a t 
the blood of patients suffering from 
cancer contained an abnorm al quan­ 
tity of sugar, and t h a t cancerous 
growths might be destroyed by reduc 
mg the sugar in the blood to its n or­ 
mal q uan tity . 
This statem en t 
is 
brought 
into notice 
by telegrams 
from San Remo s ta tin g th a t the crown 
prince began tlie new tre a tm e n t on 
November 2 0 , and th a t since then his 
condition has been steadily im prov­ 
ing. 
I)r. Freund is no specialist, and is 
still a young man. 
He took his de­ 
grees last year, but his nam e became 
known by a paper published in the 
Wiener Medicinische B latter in F eb­ 
ruary, 1885, in which he proved the 
connection between sugar and car.cer. 
Another paper of his on the non-coag­ 
ulation of blood on oiled surface was 
mentioned last year, and since then 
he has discovered th a t tuberculous 
growths invariably contain cellulose.

In a recent lecture a t Indianoplis, 
Ben Hogan, the reformed pugilist, 
said:

culation, and then take a cold hath.

F o r a year I was so crushed in 
spirit 1 could not form my plans of es­ 
cape. 
Finally I found th a t my jailer 
was susceptible to certain influences, 
A lth o u g h really a t heart a noble fel­ 
low, and I escaped.” 
Mr. Coon looked a t the n a rra to r 
and then asked; “ And how did you 
influence the jailer?”

H ow a D im e is Coined. 
Ju st a t present there ie a lively de­ 
m and all over the country for silver 
dimes, and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of th tm are being shipped to 
New York. Chicago, Cincinnati, 
St. 
Iwouis and other eastern cities. 
Two 
of the money presses are, aud have 
been for some time, running exclusive­ 
ly’ on this coin. 
The dem and is so 
great th a t these machines are not 
even stopped on Sundays, and will be 
run on th a t day through the present 
m onth. 
The process of dime-making is an 
interesting one. 
The silver bullion is 
first melted and run into two-pound 
bars. These in turn are run through 
immense rollers and flattened out to 
the thickness of the coin. These silver 
strips are then passed through a m a ­ 
chine, which cuts them into the proper 
size tor the presses.the strips first hav- 
tng been treated with a kind of tallow to 
prevent their being scratched in their 
pass age through the cutters. The silver 
pieces are then nut into the feeder of 
the printing presses, and are ted to 
the die by au to m atic machinery at 
the rate of 100 per minute, 48,000 
dimes being turned out in a regular 
working day of eight hours. 
As the 
sm ooth pieces are pressed between 
tFie ponderous printing dies they re­ 
ceive the lettered and 
figured 
im­ 
pression in a manner similar to th a t 
of a paper pressed upon a lorm of 
type; a t the same time the piece is ex­ 
panded in a slight degree, and the 
small corrugations are cut into its 
rim. The machine drops the com­ 
pleted coin into a receiver, and it is 
ready for the counters’ hands. 
The instrum ent used by the counter 
is 
n o t 
a 
complicated 
machine 
by 
any 
means, 
as 
one 
might 
suppose. 
It is a simple copper cov­ 
ered tra y having raised ridges running 
across its surface a t a distance ap art 
the exact width of a dime. 
From the 
receiver the money is dumped on to this 
board or tray, and as it is shaken 
rapidly by the counter the pieces set­ 
tle down into the spaces betwoen the 
ridges. 
All these spaces being filled 
the surplus coin is brushed back into 
the receiver and the counter has ex­ 
actly 1,520 silver dimes, or $125 on 
this tray , which num ber is requir­ 
ed to fill the spaces. 
The tra y is 
then emptied 
into boxes and the 
money is ready for shipm ent. 
The dime does no t pass through the 
weigher’s hands as does the coin of a 
larger denom ination. 
One and one- 
hall grains i« allowed for variation or 
“ tolerance,” in all silver coins from a 
dollar down, and the deviation from 
the sta n d a rd in the case of the ten- 
cent pieces is so trifling th a t the tro u b ­ 
le and expense of weighing coins of 
this denom ination is dispensed with.

The laws and regulations goverrn 
the arm y are clearly defined and cor. 
prehensive and m any of them have 
remained unchanged since the found­ 
ing of the Government. 
Like all of 
Gaul the geographical limits of m ilita­ 
ry jurisdiction are divided into three 
parts, known as the Military Divisions 
of the Atlantic, the Missouri, and the 
Pacific, each commanded by a Major 
General of the arm y. These grand di­ 
vision headquarters a re a t Governor’s 
Island, Chicago and San Francisco, 
respectively. 
The arm y consists of 
25 regiments of infantry, 10 of caval­ 
ry and 5 of artillery, a battalion of 
engineers, consisting of I companies 
and a detachm ent of ordnance. 
The 
Ninth and Tenth I tegiments of caval­ 
ry and the Twenty-fourth an i Twen­ 
ty-fifth Regiments of infantry are col­ 
ored soldiers. 
These regimentsare in all respects on 
the same military footing as 
all 
others. 
The non-commissioned 
of­ 
ficers are 
selected 
and 
prom oted 
from the ranks of their own regiments, 
and the commissioned oflicers are as­ 
signed to the regiments as vacancies 
occur. 
Each colored regiment has a 
Chaplain. 
A detailed description of the duties 
of soldiers, even in peace times, would 
require too much time and space, but 
a general idea ot the daily routine wiil 
correct the erroneous impression so 
generally entertained th a t a soldier’s 
life is one of idleness. 
Reveille is 
sounder! a t or near sunrise, tiie exact 
j time varying somewhat at different 
j posts. 
At the first note the garrison 
. flag is hoisted. 
All soldiers on duty 
I m ust turn out in ranks a t this and 
all roll calls. 
Drill for an hour or 
| more follows soon after at a time 
I fixed by the command mg officer. The 
ceremony of guard mounting takes 
plate 
a t 
9 o ’clock; fatigue 
call 
| comes next 
in 
order 
(the 
sick 
J call which intervenes not being, of 
! course, a call for duty,) when such 
men consisting of the old guard and 
I others designated in turn to perform 
I the necessary fatigue and police duty 
of the post. At 11 o ’clock First Ser­ 
geant’s call is sounded, when these 
functionaries repair to the a d ju ta n t’s 
office for the perfecting of the rolls of 
j the sergeant major, thus enabling him 
| to keep his roster correctly, and also 
j to receive such information and in- 
j structions as may be necessary eon- 
I cerning their troops, batteriesor eom- 
| panics. Dinner is a t 
noon. At an 
I hour designated by the po®r 
com- 
| mander, afternoon arid call is sound­ 
ed, when the troops exercise in such 
j mano vers as are prescribed. 
Dress 
paradt usually takes place just before 
sunset,aud is so timed th a t retreat is 
sounded ius’ a fter the “ troop b®ats 
off” during th a t ceremony. The flag is 
■ lowered a t the last note ol retreat. 
Supper soon follows dre«s parade. 
T a tto o roll call is at 9 o ’clock and 
taps or lights out a halt an hour later. 
W hileattendance at religiousceremon- 
ies is not compulsory in the arm y,m any 
of the men a tten d divine service at 
those posts, of which there are thirty- 
four, th a t have chaplains, and more 
observance is given to the day than 
was the case in former years. 
Men are detailed for guard duty 
with such frequency as the strength of 
! the force a t the post where they are 
stationed renders necessary. 
There 
are three reliefs of a prescribed num ­ 
ber of men, with one Corporal to each 
relief and one Sergeant of tiie guard. 
Two hours on tiie post andfour houis 
off, during the tou r of twenty-four 
hours, 
is the unvarying 
routine. 
Each sentinel is instructed by the Offi- 
j cer of the Guard, who is a Lieutenant 
j under a u tho rity of the Officer ot the 
Day. to take charge ol this p o t and 
all Government property in view; sa- 
: lute ail officers according to rank; in 
case of fire alarm the guard, and such 
other 
orders 
as 
are 
deemed 
necessary 
are 
given. 
Tiie 
order 
is given 
to 
the 
sentry 
on No. 1 “to turn out the guard for 
all General officers, the commanding 
officers the Officer of the day, and for 
all armed parties.” 
Any breach of 
discipline while on guard is an aggra­ 
vation of the offence and it behooves 
the soldier to have his wit3 about him 
and to attend strictly to duty during 
his tour. Guard d u ty is, like the read­ 
ing of the Koran, an endless task. 
Our military posts are in m any in­ 
stances isolated communities them­ 
selves, and in m any respects as differ­ 
ent from civilian settlements or vil­ 
lages as well can be imagined. There 
are post schools, at which enlisted 
soldiers can, i; so disposed, pick up a 
fair common school edncat ion during 
one term of enlistment. 
The subj ct 
of compulsory education Irr the arm y 
has been exhaustively discussed of 
late, and so accomplished an offieet 
as Brevet Major G v,*ral Jam es B. 
Fry has given it as his opinion th a t 
enlisted 
men 
should 
n o t 
be 
compelled 
against 
their 
wills to 
attend 
po-t 
schools. 
About ten 
years ago Jam es A. Garfield and Rob­ 
ert Schenek, while serving on the com­ 
mittee on 
military 
affairs 
in the 
House of Representatives, prepared a 
clause in the Revised Statutes, sec­ 
tion 1231, which afterward became a 
law, and which is as follows 
“Schools shall be established at all 
posts, garrisons, or permanent camps 
a t which the enlisted men may be in­ 
structed 
in 
the common 
English 
branches of education, and especially 
in the history of the United States; 
and the Secretary of W ar m ay detail 
such officers and enlisted men as m ay 
te necessary to carry out this provis­ 
ion.” etc. 
School hours for soldiers are from 
half an hour after retreat until ta tto o 
roll call. The post schools are not a t 
present kept up to the standard of 
excellence intended by the provisions 
of the law, and at many posts the let­ 
ter of the law' alone is observed. 
The men of the army have various 
amusements, which, however, 
vary 
much a t different po*ts. 
Am ateur 
theatricals and minstrel performances 
are of frequent occurrence a t some 
during the winter months. The post 
and the company libraries are sources 
of comfort to soldiers, and gymnastic 
exercises, field sports and 
athletic 
games serve to amuse them. 
Marks­ 
manship may be said to have begun 
with the advent of the foreign team 
th a t came here fifteen years ago. Such 
development of sharpshooting as fol­ 
lowed has rarely been known until 
now. 
Marksmen and sharpshooters 
predominate m the ranks of ths army. 
The practical life of a soldier and the 
technical 
studies 
necessary 
to 
a 
thorough knowledge of his duties are 
far greater and more exhaustive th an 
is generally understood. 
The citizen 
soldier has little idea ot these things 
as a rule, and the civilian, with rare 
exception, none a t all.

can tell the thickness of ice necessary 
to bear cavalry, artillery or infantry? 
I low’ m any know of what a soldier s 
ration consists, and the thousand and 
one other things as pertinenf as these 
in times of active service?—New' \o rk 
Times.

COV. MCGILL ON HIGH LICENSE. 


He 
Explains the Provisions and 
Probable Effect of the High Li­ 
cense Law In a Letter to a New 
York Paper. 
The following letter, was written by Gov. 
McGill in reply to a letter from A. P. Mil­ 
ler, of the New York Mail and Express, 
asking for inform ation regarding the effects 
of the high license law in 
M innesota: 
St. Paul, Jan. 6, 1 8 88.—Owing to the 
tim e a t which licenses were issued the law 
did n ot go intomffect iii this city until Jan. 
I. and in consequence of the delay in pre­ 
paring for the law here, saloonkeepers were 
granted until about 
Feb. I, prox., in 
which to com ply with its requirements, so 
that it will be im possible a t this tim e to 
sta te any concise facts regarding results 
in St. Paul. 
With a very few 
excep­ 
tion s 
tho law 
throughout 
the 
sta te 
is 
in 
force, 
and, 
generally 
stated, 
there 
has 
been 
a 
reduction 
in 
the number of saloons of over 1,600. 
While the effects of the law with regard to 
tim dim inution of drunkenness m ust na­ 
turally be of a more or less speculative de­ 
nom ination, still there are many fact* 
which fairly warrant an inference th a t 
there i* much less than before the law 
went in to operation. 
Ah evidence of this 
I quote you the opinion of Bishop Ireland, 
together with som e of his personal obser­ 
vations in the southern half of the state, 
known as the parish of 4St. Paul: 
“In W in on a/ said the bishop, “there is 
a very large Polish population, perhaps 
eight hundred families, m ainly com posed 
of mill hands, and formerly there was a 
good deal of intenqierance am ong them. 
There is now but one saloon in W inona in­ 
stead of ten, and the bank deposits 
of 
the Polish people are unusually large. Cal­ 
edonia, 
H ouston county, 
was formerly 
com posed of a large drinking population. 
Now there are but four saloon s where 
there were formerly 
fifteen. 
In 
m any 
of 
the 
sm aller 
places 
drunkenness 
has 
disappeared 
altogether. 
Kil­ 
kenny, formerly a con stan t source of dis 
order, i» now one eft th* quietest 
tillages 
in tho state. 
All classer! of people are 
pleased—Germans. Polanders and French 
—all through the country. 
If there was a 
popular vote lo day as to high license in 
M innesota the m ajority would bo over­ 
whelmingly in its favor. 
It is the solution 
ol tile temperance question; its benefits 
are already appreciated by the people, 
and it would be im possible to chance the 
high license law of M innesota to-day. The 
financial feature of the M innesota law is 
one of its m any adm irable features.” 
it is doubtful if an y one in the sta te is 
la tter able to judge of the general effect of 
this law with respect to drunkenness than 
Bishop Ireland, and I have therefore quot­ 
ed him a t som e length. 
W hat the opera­ 
tion of this law m ay tie in St. Paul, it is, 
of course, difficult to say; but the number 
ofapplh attune already m ade is misleading 
as to the number of licenses th a t will be 
taken out, from the fart th a t tim e yet re­ 
m ains for the saloonkeepers to determ ine 
whether or not they w ill continue to sell 
under the new law. 
it is not probable 
that there will be more '.than 350 licenses 
taken 
ou t in this city, 
where hereto­ 
fore there have been 7 50 saloon*.

Rice ulso int^iduced a bill identical with 
the one offered by Senator D avis in the 
senate, creating an ad d ition al custom dis­ 
trict in M innesota.

THE SOLDIER. 


H is Busy Life in T im e s of Peac. 
From New York Times. 
The laws and regulations govern-’ 
the army are clearly defined and cor. 
prehensive and many of them have 
remained unchanged since the found­ 
ing of the Government. 
Like all of 
He 
ge°2r&phical limits of milita- 
‘ ry jurisdiction are divided into three 
parts, known as the Military Divisions 
of the Atlantic, the Missouri, and the 
Pacific, each commanded by a Major 
General of the army. These grand di­ 
vision headquarters arent Governor’s 
Island, Chicago and San Francisco, 
respectively. The army consists of 
25 regiments of infantry, IO of caval- 
ry and 5 of artillery, a battalion of 
engineers, consisting of ! companies 
and a detacBment of ordnance. 
The 
Ninth and Tenth Regiments of caval­ 
ry and the Twenty-fourth an i Twen­ 
ty-fifth Regiments ol infantry are col­ 
ored soldiers. 
These regiments are in all respects on 
the same military footing as 
ail 
others. 
The non-commi--ioned of­ 
ficers are 
selected 
and 
promoted 
from the ranks of their own regiments, 
and the commissioned officers are as­ 
signed to the regiments as vacancies 
occur. 
Each colored regiment has a 
Chaplain. 
A detailed description of the duties 
of soldiers, even in peace tunes, would 
require too much tirw and space, but 
a general idea ot the daily routine wiil 
correct the erroneous impression so 
generally entertained that a soidier’s 
life is one of idleness. 
Reveille is 
sounde<l at or near sunrise, tile exact 
time varying somewhat at different 
posts. 
At the first note t he garrison 
flag is hoisted. 
All soldier.- on duty 
must turn out in ranks at this and 
j all roll calls. Drill for an hour or 
more follows soon airer at a time 
| fixe ! by the commanding officer. The 
ceremony of guard mounting takes 
plate 
at 
9 o ’clock; 
fatigue 
call 
j comes next 
in 
order 
(the 
sick 
! call which intervenes not being, of 
1 course, a call for duty,) when such 
men consisting ot the old guard and 
j others designated in turn to perform 
J the necessary fatigue and police duty 
of the post. At 11 o ’clock First Ser­ 
geant’s call is sounded, when these 
functionaries repair to the adjutant’s 
office for the perfecting cif the roil- of 
the sergeant major, thus enabling him 
to k^P bis rooter correctly, ami also 
to receive such information and in- 
i structions as may be necessary con­ 
cerning their troops, batteries or com­ 
panias. Dinner is at 
noon. At an 
hour designated by the post com­ 
mander, afternoon drill call is sound­ 
ed, when the troops exercise in such 
manuevers a- 
are prescribed. 
Dress 
parade usually takes p ace just before 
sunset,aud is so timed that retreat is 
sounded just after the “troop beats 
off” during that ceremony. The flag is 
lowered at the last note ol retreat. 
Flipper soon follow- dre-i parade. 
T attoo roil call is at 9 o ’clock and 
taps or light-out a half an dour later. 
While attendance at religious ceremon­ 
ies is not compulsory in the army,many 
of the men attend divine servici at 
those posts, of which there are ’hirty- 
four, that have chaplain--, and more 
observance is given to the Gay than 
was the case in former years.

Does Sugar Cause Cancers. 


From the London Time*. 
For some time past it has been ru 
tnored that a new method in the 
treatment ot the crown prince’s ill­ 
ness has been adopted, and the Mu­ 
nich 
Neueste Naehrichten recently 
stated that this new treatm ent was 
based on a theory launched by Dr. 
Freund, of Vienna, who found that 
the blood of patients suffering from 
cancer contained an abnormal quan­ 
tity of sugar, and that cancerous 
growths might be destroyed by redue 
mg the sugftr in the blood to its nor­ 
mal quantity. 
This statem ent 
is 
brought 
into notice by telegrams 
from San Remo statingthat the crown 
prince began the new treatment on 
November 2 0 , and that since then his 
condition has been steadily improv­ 
ing. 
Dr. Freund is no specialist, and is 
still a young man. 
He took his de­ 
grees last year, but his name became 
known by a paper published in the 
Wiener Medicinische” Blatter in Feb­ 
ruary, 1885, in which he proved the 
connection between sugar and cancer. 
Another paper of his on the non-coag­ 
ulation of blood on oiled surface was 
mentioned last year, and since then 
he has discovered that tuberculous 
growths invariably contain cellulose.

vessels the same treatm ent in regard to 
port and other charges which is granted to 
vessels of such country iu American ports. 
Thor* shall be paid ou t of the treasury to 
American producers of sugar a sum equal 
to the present rate of duty on th a t pro­ 
duct. the sum to be paid each producer to 
be ascertained through the internal reve­ 
nue and custom officers. 
Among the other bills introduced in the 
house were tlie following:

Nationality in B eards. 
N ationality in beards is thus dis­ 
cussed by the Boston Advertiser: 
An 
observant friend who had been ex­ 
amining a collection of faces repre­ 
senting a large number of the public 
men in the United States, made the 
following general conclusions in regard 
to national types in the cutting of the 
beard, which contain more th an a 
gram of tru th . “The simple mustache, 
with the rest of the face clean shaved, 
is the prevailing American type,” he 
said. 
"The old Yankee chin whisker, 
like th a t of the traditional Uncle Sam, 
is no longer the national cut. 
In the 
sam e way the old French type of the 
imperial, or heavy m ustache and long 
eotee, has given way in France to the 
present type of close-cut full beard 
trimm ed to doublepoints on the chin. 
'Jdie German and Russian national 
types are heavy lull beards, p arted jat 
the middle of the chin. 
The English 
type is a small, short-cropped m us­ 
tache, with tmall square side growths. 
The general south European type of 
Spain or Italy is either an entirely 
clear-shaven face or else a very small 
m ustache and gotee 
crowded close 
a b o u t the m o u th .” 


S enator S tan fo rd ’s Trouble. 
Senator Stanford is confronted with 
a novel opposition to his plans for 
establishing a g re a t university in Cal- 
fornia. 
A large portion of the lands 
which the Senator has included in his 
endorsement of the institution are a t 
present devoted to vineyards from 
which vast quantities of wine are pro­ 
duced annually, and the idea of an 
educational establishm ent deriving its 
origin or support from such sources is 
so distasteful to certain interests th a t 
they are making a vigorous objection 
to the enterprise. The Rev. F. F. 
Jewell, a Methodist clergyman of San 
oose, is a t the head of the opposition, 
and under his direction all religious 
and temperance 
organizations are 
urged to petition Senator Stanford, 
asking him not to endow the new uni­ 
versity with any funds or property 
accumulated by the sale of 
wine. 
This opposition may no t be prudish, 
narrow-minded and 
unreasonable', 
but it is impossible to beleivethat the 
Senator will be converted to th a t way 
of thinking.

Executions In Austria. 
L ondon Telegraph. 
The Austrian method of executing 
criminals differs greatly from th a t in 
vogue in this countiy, and though ap­ 
parently more horrible in the deliber­ 
ate rigor of the arrangements, is more 
speedily 
effective. 
The condemned 
man is placed against a post, a t ’the 
to p of which is a hook, and at the 
bottom a pulley. A rope having a loop 
a t each end is passed around the neck 
of the victim, another is tied around 
his feet, the end being passed through 
thapully. 
Two assistants then lift 
the m an by means of the rope around 
his neck a b o u t six inches, and suspend 
him from the hook a t the to p of the 
post. 
At the same time the other as­ 
sistants pull with great force a t the 
rope attached to the feet. 
Death en­ 
sues usually instantaneously, though 
there is range from one to two min­ 
utes in m any cases.

The president and Secretary Lamar 
have been at work upon a scheme to get 
the Indians massed on a reservation, says 
an exchange, and to thereby hasten their 
gradual approach to a life o f civilization, 
besides putting a stop to the incessant 
clashing of settlers. 
The great expanse 
of country which the Indians own, and 
which Is of no value to them, is a con­ 
tinual temptation to adventurous s e t­ 
tlers. 
The idea is to give the Indians a 
fair recompense for the land, and to bring 
together the scattered tribes pud hordes 
so that communities will he gradually 
formed, and the interdependence of social 
life may be estubhshed. 
T he Indians ‘have no real grievances, 
and their way of sending half a dozen 
chiefs to W ashington to confer w ith the 
great father has been pretty nearly stop­ 
ped by the Indian bureau. 
They come 
here, not knowing w hat they waut, full 
of preposterous requests, and on being 
taken up to the W hite House, telling 
their rigmarole through the interpreter, 
they all shake hands with the president, 
and the Indians fancy his handshake to 
be a solemn and irreyokablc assent to 
their demands. 
It has been repeatedly 
explained to them that the handshake is 
a mi re form, but they don’t understand 
it and invariably charge that the agent 
will 
not do what the president ha3 
promised,

of preposterous requests, and on being 
taken up to the White House, telling 
their rigmarole through the interpreter, 
they all shake hands with the president, 
and the Indians fancy his handshake to 
be a solemn and irreyokablc assent to 
their demands. 
It has been repeatedly 
explained to them that the handshake is 
a rn* re form, but they don’t understand 
it and invariably charge that the agent
